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SECTION  28  - PREVENT I OH  OF  ILLNESS,  CARS  AMP  AFTER- CARE 


Several  meetings  attended  by  Divisional  Medical  Officers  and 
representatives  of  Voluntary  Organisations  have  been  held  at  the  invitation 
of  the  local  Hospital  Management  Committee  in  an  attempt  to  make  more  satis- 
factory arrangements  for  the  admission  to  and  discharge  from  hospital  of 
elderly  patients,,  V.. 

As  a result,  special  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Macclesfield  Council 
of  Social  Service  to  receive  and  act  on  information  from  hospital,  but  as  far 
as  I am  aware  no  requests  have  been  received. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  3,000  meals  had  been  served  to  elderly  and  house- 
bound people  by  the  voluntary  Meals  and  Wheels  Organisation  from  its  inception 
in  June, 1952* 

Por  lack  of  sufficient  volunteers  it  has  so  far  been  impossible  to 
extend  the  service  and  though  on  an  avereage  about  24  meals  are  being  delivered 
twice  weekly,  a waiting  list  is  accumulating.  The  Council  of  Social  Service 
continues  to  subsidise  the  meals. 

By  the  personal  effort  of  Councillors  Mrs.  Peers  sufficient  funds 
were  raised  to  start  a similar  scheme  in  Bollington  ion  the  2nd  February, 1953. 
Meals  are  delivered  twice  weekly  and  824  were  served  during  the  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Bollington  Urban  District  Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953- 

In  reading  this  report,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  main  pattern 
of  work  has  been  similar  to  that  of  previous  years.  The  pattern  is  likely  to 
change  in  the  coming  year,  however,  as  a result  of  two  major  policies  proposed 
by  the  Government  - the  derationing  of  meat  and  the  renewal  of  the  drive  to  deal 
with  sub-standard  houses.  I would  say  without  hesitation  that  of  all  the  sphere 
covered  amongst  the  multifarious  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  the  one 
requiring  the  most  urgent  attention  in  Bollington  is  ju3t  this  one  of  sub- 
standard houses.  The  scope  of  the  problem  needs  to  be  carefully  surveyed,  but  it 
is  fairly  evident  that  it  can  only  be  adequately  matched  by  energetic  action 
in  a co-ordinated  policy  of  house  construction,  demolition  of  properties  which 
cannot  at  reasonable  expense  be  brought  up  to  standard,  repairs  to  properties 
which  can  reasonably  be  brought  up  to  standard  and  sympathetic  consideration 
of  applicationsfor  improvement  grants  - a policy,  the  effects  of  which,  will, 
of  course,  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  co-operation  of  landlords  of  privately 
rented  properties.  The  problem  has  of  necessity  been  shelved  for  a period  of 
no  less  than  15  years  and  I feel  that  the  time  is  now  opportune  for  it  to  be 
given  rightful  place  as  one  of  the  foremost  concerns  of  the  Health  Committee. 

This  brief  introduction  of  the  report  would  be  incomplete  without  an 
expression  of  thanks  to  the  two  successive  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  to  Dr.H.R.  Dugdale  and  the  other  officials  for  their  interest  and 

co-operation.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council's  Waterworks  in  the  Parish  of  Rainow  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Macclesfield  consist  of  five  boreholes  in  millstone  grit.  The  supply  is 
chlorinated  before  being  passed,  into  the  mains. 


The  Council's  Consultant  Analysts  continue  to  visit  the  Undertaking  from 
time  to  time  and  samples  are  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

The  contamination  which  has  been  apparent  in  raw  water  samples  taken 
from  the  Uillbrook  Boreholes  has  been  considered  by  the  Council  and  they  have 
had  investigations  made  into  causes.  These  are  necessarily  taking  some 
time  with  the  tests  and  examinations  that  are  needed. 

The  installation  of  a new  borehole  pump  was  completed,  and  the  Council 
continued  to  press  the  Minister  to  sanction  the  scheme  for  provision  of  a 
duplicate  rising  main. 
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Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Hainow  and 
Prestbury,  in  the  area  of  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council,

Concern  has  been  felt  for  some  considerable  time  as  to  the  wholesome 
quality  of  the  spring  water  supplied  to  properties  at  Five  Ashes,  ICerridge,  and 
it  is  understood  that  the  possibility  of  affording  a public  mains  supply  has  been 
previously  considered  by  the  Council  The  fluctuating  condition  of  the  supply  and 
its  liability  to  contamination  was  confirmed  by  a series  of  samples  taken 
during  the  Summer.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Council  which  agreed,  subject 
to  obtaining  consent  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  to 
the  extension  of  the  Council's  main  along  Windmill  Lane  to  Five  Ashes,  and 
the  provision  of  the  necessary  pumping  unit. 

In  submitting  the  application  to  the  Ministry,  the  Council  agreed  to 
include  a small  extension  of  main  to  enable  the  mains  supply  to  be  afforded  inside 
Turrett  Cottages  - the  occupants  of  these  cottages  at  present  have  to  carry  their 
supplies  approx  70  yards  from  a standpipe  near  Windmill  Lane,  the  highest  point 
to  which  the  mains  supply  is  now  available. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  proposals  will  receive  the  Ministry’s  blessing 
as  their  implementation  will  secure  the  availability  of  mains  water  inside  every 
dwelling  house  in  the  district. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  public 
sewers  and ^treatment  of  the  sewage  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Disposal 
Works  at  Lowerhouse. 

Choked  drains  and  sewers  result  in  perhaps  the  most  serious  type 
of  public  health  nuisances  with  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  to  deal.  The 
problem  is  rarely  one  of  practical  difficulties,  but  results  usually  from  delay 
of  action  by  the  persons  responsible  and  in  some  cases  the  multiplicity 
of  persons  responsible.  In  these  circumstances,  it  is  gratifying  to  record 
the  decision  of  the  Health  Committee  to  undertake  without  charge  the  cleans- 
ing 5f  all  sewers  in  the  district.  The  step  forward,  together  with  the  additional 
powers  available  to  the  Council  and  its  Health  Officers  after  April  lstl954 
under  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act, 1953  will  go  a long  way  to  ensure  the 
urgent  attention  that  is  essential  in  dealing  with  this  form  of  nuisance. 

^ Smoke  Abat emen t . 


The  emission  of  smoke  and  grit  from  both  factory  and  domestic 
chimneys  constitutes  a serious  public  health  nuisance  especially  in  the 
centre  of  the  village  due  to  its  geographical  features  and  its  mixed  develop- 
ment of  dwellinghouses  and  industrial  premises  in  a compact  area.  It  is 
surprising  in  these  circumstances  that  virtually  no  complaints  are  received 
from  the  local  residents.  Negotiations  with  the  management  of  one  of  the 
main  industrial  establishments  in  the  district  has  eventually  resulted  in  an 
agreed  programme  of  improvements  which  should  go  a long  way  to  ensure  a 
relief  of  smoke  and  grit  emission  from  one  of  the  main  offenders,,  In.  a district 
of  this  size,  improvements  effected  by  negotiation  or  discussion  are  a salient 
and  pleasing  feature.

Sanitary  Accommodation 

The  details  of  the  types  of  sanitary  conveniences  used  in 
the  district  are  as  follows:-

A check  was  made  of  those  properties  provided  with  Pail  or 
Elsan  closets  to  ascertain  if  progress  was  possible  in  replacing  these  closet 
by  Water  Closets.  In  no  case  was  it  found  to  be  reasonable  at  the  present 
time  to  require  the  owners  to  carry  out  such  conversions,  having  regard  to 
the  absence  of  satisfactory  means  for  disposal  of  drainage.  It  is  relevant 
to  note,  that  the  majority  of  these  properties  lie  in  the  Oak  Lane  and  Clarke 
Lane  areas  and  it  is  suggested  that  in  the  event  of  a further  extension  of 
housing  development  in  the  Bollington  Cross  area  in  a Southerly  direction, 
the  possibility  of  sewering  at  least  a portion  of  Clarke  Lane  should  be 
seriously  considered. 

With  a view  to  minimising  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  existing 
paii  closets,  the  majority  of  which  are  scavenged  weekly  by  the  Council’s 
refuse  collection  service,  the  Health  Committee  agreed  to  the  use  of  a 
special  Sanitary  Fluid  with  which  the  Council's  employees  would  charge 
the  pails  immediately  after  emptying.  The  use  of  this  fluid  has  been 
welcomed  both  by  the  occupants  of  the  premises  concerned  and  the  Council's 


workmen  and  has  been  found,  evenin  the  initial  period  of  use  in  the  Winter 
months,  to  have  effected  a substantial  sanitary  improvement* 

Rodent  Control 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Posts  Act  1949 

The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  the  district  for 
infestation  of  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  treatment  for  their  extermina- 
tion on  its  own  properties.  The  treatment  of  private  dwellinghouses  is 
carried  out  free  of  charge  and  business  premises  are  treated  by  agreement 
and  the  cost  charged  to  the  occupiers.

No  applications  were  received  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the 
Housing  Act,1949>  although  there  are  many  properties  in  the  district  vjhich 
lend  themselves  to  the  type  of  improvements  envisaged  in  this  Act. 

The  Council's  policy  for  allocating  the  tenancies  of  Council 
houses  to  applicants  has  been  governed  by  a points  scheme  which  has  been 
substantially  weighted  in  favour  of  applicants  living  in  overcrowded 
or  poor  housing  conditions.  This  has  undoubtedly  been  the  means  of 
relieving  many  cases  adversely  affected  by  these  factors.  The  attendant 
difficulty  has  been  to  prevent  the  same  conditions  being  used  to  the  advantage 
of  a subsequent  applicant  from  the  same  house.  The  prospect  of  new  housing 
legislation  is  encouraging  in  that  a serious  attempt  can -again  be  made  to 
bring  properties  up  to  a reasonable  standard  by  action  under  Section  9 of  the 
Housing  Act, 1936.  It  is  felt  however,  that  some  houses  from  which  applicants 
are  rehoused  can  only  be  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  demolition  or  closure 
and  the  possibility  of  allocating  a certain  proportion  of  all  new  Council 
Houses  to  persons  from  unfit  houses  would  appear  to  be  very  opportune. 

The  unfit  houses  could  then  be  finally  dealt  with  by  demolition  or  closure, 
rather  than  their  being  the  source  of  successive  Council  House  applicants 
as  is  a tendency  under  the  present  conditions.

The  result  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample  of  tuberculin  tested  milk 
from  a producer/retailer  in  the  district  was  forwarded  to  the  County  Milk 
Regulations  Officer  as  the  responsible  officer  for  the  premises  concerned. 
A subsequent  sample  from  the  same  producer  satisfied  the  Statutory  Tests. 
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Ice-Cream  Sampling 


The  only  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  district  is  retailed  as  a 
•'Rainbow  Lolli"  and  is  part  ice-cream  and  part  lolli.  The  ice-cream  itself 
is  reconstituted  from  a cold  mix  powder.  Two  samples  of  these  Rainbow 
Lollies  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during, 1953 
and  were  both  Grade  I. 

Of  the  other  ice-cream  retailed  in  the  area,  the  majority  is  pre- 
packed. 

Pood  Surrendered 


The  following  foodstuffs  were  voluntarily  surrendered :-

Pood  Poisoning 

A small  local  outbreak  of  food  poisoniug  was  investigated  involving 
two  adults  and  a baby  in  one  house.  In  each  case  vomiting  and  diarrhoea 
were  prominent  symptoms  over  a prolonged  period. 

The  causal  vehicle  of  the  infection  could  not  be  ascertained  and 
the  investigations  were  hampered  by  a delay  of  no  less  than  7 days  between 
the  initial  symptoms  in  the  first  case  and  the  receipt  of  the  notifications 
from  the  Medical  Practitioner. 


It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  informal  reports  of  persons  suffering 
abdominal  disturbances  suspected  to  originate  from  consuming  certain  food- 
stuffs. A great  deal  might  be  accomplished  in  isolating  and  dealing  with 
suspected  foodstuffs  if  greater  co-operation  were  possible  from  the  public  in 
retaining  portions  of  such  foodstuffs  and  in  immediately  advising  the  Medical 
Practitioners  and  the  Health  Department  and  from  Medical  Practitioners  in 
advising  the  Health  Department  immediately  after  investigating  cases  of  Pood 
Poisoning,

4c  Educational  Activity 

The  Council  collaro rated  with  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Council  who 
organised  a series  of  lectures  for  food  handlers  on  various  aspects  of  Pood 
Hygiene o These  lectures  were  well  presented  by  acknowledged  experts  and  were 
ably  supported  by  suitable  firms.  It  is  disappointing  to  report  that  the 
response  was  poor  from  the  Bollington  traders  who  were  circulated  regarding 
this  course.  In  a district  in  which  the  majority  of  food  premises  are  "one-man" 
businesses,  this  is  perhaps  not  surprising. 

5.  Method  of  Disposal  of  Condemned  Poode 

The  quantity  of  food  surrendered  was  comparatively  small.  Surrendered 
fresh  meat  is  return  to  the  Local  W.M. S.A.  while  tinned  and  other  foodstuffs 
are  buried  in  the  Council's  refuse  tip.
